Mr Kennedy, tho wolUinown Scottish 
vocalist, lias during the last threo years 
been making a professional tour in Canada 
and tho United States. - Among tho places 
ho visited was Salt Lake City. Thoro ho 
had ail introduction to Brigham Young 
and his wives, and othor Mormon notables. 
Tlie night before embarking ou liis return 
to hi.s native land, Mr Koiiiiedy g.ave a 
concert at Qiioboc, and during tho interval 
gave tho following acoouiit of liis exp-ori- 
eiico in Morniondoin ; — 

I arrived at Saif Lake City on the 1st 
of July. Oil either side you como to it 
through* a desert — a desert in tho sense of 
land without gras.s. Fire liad swept over 
it, and left it baro and dreary ; no watcr 
nnywhoro upon it. You como through 
this desert to a land of beauty, of verdure. 
The lake ii of a deep hluo indigo colour, 
and sparkles in tho sun like a fountain: it 
is thrice the s,altncs.s of the ocean. As you 
approach it, you see little courses of water 
hero and thoro, dividing the land and run- 
ning down to the lake ; springs bubble up 
ovorywhcie, as if coming from an eiior- 
inou.s foimtaiii, luid groon trees are scat- 
tered all over the plain. Beyond arc the 
mountains, a mighty range of great height ; 
anil so cloai* is the atmosphere that they 
seem near at Imiiil. On the plain the ther- 
moinuter is 100 in the shade, aud np there 
the snow-capped mountain looking down 
•u]ion it. The city is on a level plain, 
touching the lake on one liand, aud the 
mountain on the other. It is a city of 
suburbs : tho houses are scattered, aud 
each house has its garden and trees ; the 
streets are wide and clean ; water is llow- 
iiig evorywhero. The place lias a nice, 
quiet, genteel air about it. In tho middle 
of tho city — the business part — llierc are 
one or two blocks. Suiue of these struck 
mo strangely. Over tho door wus a large 
circular .sign, with tho words “ lloliinss 
unto tho Bord.*’ Benc;\th this was an eye 
painted, rep resell ting Omniscience, and be- 
low that those words, “ Zion Co-operativo 
B tore.”— ( lauightor.) Borne of those stores 
bidong to Gentiles, who do a good busi- 
ness, though not encouraged by Brigham. 
Ills gospel is, “ Work hard, spend little, 
blit what yon spend, spend it in our sliojis; 
tUm’t encourage tho Goutilos.’’ But if the 
Gentile storo sells for twopence, .and their 
own for threupenco, the twopenny store is 
sure to got the custom. Tlte hotels there 
an.; mauugoil as Jiero, but *Jicy are not so 
large or so good. While thcro I was asked 
to go and see the President. I found him 
in his ollice seated with a number of peo[de 
talking to him. Ho is sorely troubled with 
visitors; they' como by every train, and 
bother him with questions more pointed 
than polite. I sat there siloiit fora while, 
watching tho man. Ho is under sized, of 
2 lOlhs weight, 70 years old, or nearly so ; 
scorns well preserved, Inis hardly a wrinkle 
on his face, nor any appearance of being 
ovei-worke.l, and enjoys life abiiudaiilly. 
llo seemed to me to bo keen, shrewd al- 

most crafty — well able to manage — o;ipab!o 
of coral iicting any hind of business — run a 
hotel or a steamboat— comiinmd a rcginieut 
or a ship— do anything, in fact, that might 
bo required of him. His eyes have a habit 
of bUiikiiig; you cannot see into them ; 
ho hakes stock of you, but you cannot take 
stock of him ; like a man standing 
behind a Venetian blind, he can see 
you, but you cannot see Jiim. He took 
1110 up to bis house, liaving first sent 
a mcssoiigor before liiiii to sco that tin; 
way was clear. Wo {my daiiglitcr was 
with inc) were shewn into a large room 
nicely fiiniishod, with a piano in it. Brlr^- 
Iiain said ho had to go to a neighbouring 
town on business. I learned ho had wive.s 
thoro too— iufact lie Inis them .scattered all 
over the ooiiiitry. lie asked mo to sing a 
song, and after that was finished tho door 
opened, and in came an elderly laily, with 
a dark jn'int dress, short apron, and hands 
half-dried : she had evidently come from 
kitchen duties. The President rose, ami 
formally, iiitrodnccd Mrs Young. It is 
the rule that the first wife is introduced 
on all occasions. “ M'o are tho bosses,’’ 
said an old Scotch lady, she being ono of 

lior husband's first threo wives. (Lau.di- 

tor.) Presently in caiiio another huly, 
with a bhio di*c.ss, narrow Wai.st, and hl.ack 
curls, wliioli she shook in a coqiieUisli sort 
of waj'.' “Mrs Young,’’ again s.dd the 
Prusidimt. —(Laughter.) Then wo had 
more songs; and hy-aral-hyo tho door 
opened again, and in came a flock of child- 
rou, jdainly' but neatly dressed. “ Mr 
ICoimody,” tin: President said, “ these arc 
not all my clilMreii." Then ho wont 
amongst them, as among a Hock of sheep, 
anil hiil his hands on tlmir heads in a 



kind, j.atriai*chal, fatherly way. “ 'This 
is mine," said he, “and this is inino,'’ and 
looking somewhat dubious, “yes, this is 
niiiie. —(Loud laughter.) Then ho said— 

“ As you’vp been singing me a song. I'll 
toll you a story, Tom T'humh is hero just 
now. Tho othor evening, it is said, a friend 
of ours— a very tail fellow— was standing 
close to Tom. 'Tom Siiys to him — ‘ I don’t 
holieve in this polygamy: I don’t under-, - 
stand it.’— ‘Well,’ says tho tall follow, 
looking down on Toni, ‘when I was your 
size I couUhTt cither !’'’—(Laug!itBi*,) Thou 
I was treated in the best pos.siblo way, and 
asked to go to several parties. I bclicvo 
I had a hotter chanco of seeing the social 
life of the people than nine- tenths of the 
visitors to Salt Lake. I found Scotch 
men and Scotchwomen thero in abundance ; 
and thei'c, as everywhere, wliatevoi* their 
belief may be, their hearts aro ojicii to 
Scotch songs. Burns is tho key to unlock 
every Scotchman’s heart, wherever ho may 
be, — (Cheers.) I found plenty of English- 
men tliei*e, too. Ii*ish.ueu are extremely 
rare, and tlici’e ai*o no Americans, e.xcept 
two or three who run tho machine. The 
Mormons ilo not in convei*sation avoid tho 
subject of polygamy; on the contrary, they | 
invite j'ou to discuss it. Tho rule is that j 
each man shall have three wives. Many j 
have none, many one, and many more than j 
three. When a married man has formctl a i 
wish to have a second or a third, or a j 
fourth or a fifth, or a teiith wife — ■(laugh - j 
tei’)— It is tlie duty of the eldest wife to ^ 
see after .all the arraiigemeuta, and, in fact, ■; 
to be the active agent of her husband in h 
tlia matter. I told this to an old Englisli | 
lady, and sa 3 's she, “ I should like to sec s 
my husband dare to do such a thing 1“ f 
But tlioy do do it, and strange ns it may ■; 
seem, tlie wives assist. Women go thero f 
from Bcotliiiid nnd England, and from ‘ 
other jiarts of the world, for the express j 
purpose of getting married. For j'oii must i 
know that tlie Mormons believe that a ; 
wom.m cannot go to heaven unless she is 
mai*ricd. Suppose theso women firmly . 
imp.'u.ssed with this belief, their conduct" 
is quite intelligible. I was invited ouo ‘ 
evening to a .Moiinon’s house. It was a ■ 
bcaulihilhoi.se — a perfect jiattern of tho' 
house of a man of wealth and taste. I was . 
of course iiitroduccil to the ladies— “ Mi- 
.Kcitncdy* — Mrs So-and-So ; niiothei* ladv, 
.Mrs So-aiid-So; another la.ly, Mi*s Bo-and- : 
fio,” — all the same mime.— {Liuglilcr.) ;

Encounter -with a Wild 
Boar. 

Tlie following stirring n.arratlve is from 
an interesting volume ou " Lai-gi Gums 
Shooting in Thibet and the rYyrM-IFest," 
by Mr Alexander A. A. Kinlooh, of the 
Prince Consort's Own Rifle Brigade : — 

“ We were encamped about twenty miles 
from Moradabad, on the Bareilly road. 
The country was a level plain covered with 
growing corn, which, although nearly ripe, 
was, owing to the poorness of the soil, not 
much more than eighteen inches high. 
SeVeiMl of us were lounging about the 
inesf-tent late in the afternoon, when we 
Ijheard shouts of ‘Jnngloe Soor,' and on 
looking out saw a boar galloping through 
some shallow water about three hundred 
yards from c.itnp. Ju.st then one of our 
men iired a charge of shot at him, wliich 
^of course did him no harm, but only served 
to enrage him. My horses were being 
'fi cleaned, so I shouted to a Syce to saddle 
,p one, ran to niy tent for a spear, and was 
riJin the saddle .and in pnr.suit of the Ijoar in 
[>: little more than a minute, He was about 
three-quarters of a mile off, but 1 could 
j; jdainly see him, and I sent my horse along 
as hard as he could go. The jiig avus going 
leisurely, and 1 soon came nj) and made 
him quicken liis pace. Just then he e.spiecl 
two wretched natives standing in the corn, 
and at once changefl his course and charged 
them. They turned to rim, but were in- 
H stiintly knocked over, I was close behind, 
and the boar went on. I soon overtook 
i' him and gave him tliree spears iu quick 
svlocession, but, in my Inirry, I h id unfor 
timatcly brought a blunt sfiear, and it did 
not do him much harm. Each thrust was 
followed by a most determined aud vicious 
ciiarge, which it took me all I knew to 
avoid. \Ve now reached a field of higher 
corn, ami the boar, turning suddenly round, 
charged straight at my home's chest I 
had no time to get out of tiie way, and my 
horse Was knocked off his legs, receiving a 
cut Under the left knee, I was sent flying, 
but found myself on my feet in an instant, 
and had jilst time to lo'Vei' myspoar as the 
boar ntslied at me. The spear glanced, 
and I Was at once throivn down, and tbs 
pig immediately attacked me on the ground, 
digging at me ino.st savagely. I knew that 
niy only chance Was to prevent him getting 
his tusks into my stonlach; I therefore kept 
iny left arm to the front, and let him rip 
at it, while I seized him by tho fore leg 
with the right hand .and tried to throw him, 
He Was too Strong for Me, and kept on cut- 
ting me ; So, finding I could not get rid of 
him, 1 resolved to try the dodge of shain- 
i nting, 1 therefore tlireW myself flab on 
my face and lay still, hoping tho brute 
j Would leave me ; but ho Went on digging 
i) at me as viciously :W eVer, inflicting tWo

with both hands, drove it with all my 
strength against his ciiest ; Imt it would 
not piuetrato, aud he again knocked me 
dou'n.

WEDNESDAY, FEBllUARY 2, 1870. 



On Thursday evening a steady rainoom- 
aneuced to fall, and continued almost without 
cessation throughout the night.- There was not 
a great deal of rain on Friday morning, but about 
noon it began to come down heavily, .and there 
was a perfect torrent for fivo or six hours. It 
was, we are informed, the heaviest rainfall that 
baa taken place in this distr'ct for many ye.urs. 
The numerous rivulets tivhing their rise from the 
eastern slopes of Mount Pisa, and crossing the 
Bendigo road in their course to the Clutha river, 
very quickly bcc.ame formidable streams, .and 
m.any of the low flats between Cromwell and the 
■Wakefield Ferry were completely inundated far 
a coDsiderahle time. The Lowburn, usnally only 
a few inches deep at the crossing-place, was al- 
most impassable ; and Loughnan’s creek rose to 
such an ey.ixal as to cover the road with three or 
four feet of water for a distance of more than a 
mile. Two gentlemen who c.amo down from 
Bend igo in a buggy during the afternoon informed 
us that they had tho greatest difficulty in guid- 
ing the horses over many ports of the road, and 
especially from the Rocky Pomt Ferry to Lough- 
nan’s creek, avhore the water reached in several 
places as high ns the sent of the bnggy. The 
carters employed in conveying stone'’frora the 
Cromwell Company’s cl.nim to the batlery at the 
foot of the hill were obliged to stop work at an 
early hour of the day, ns the road was rendered 
impassable ; and indeed all out-door work was 
completely suspended. In the evening the clouds 
clc-ared away, and a thin coating of enow was 
Bean on the summit of Mount Pisa. The gradu- 
ally-increasing voIu.ne of tho Clutha and Ka- 
warnn rivers on Saturday morning proved that 
the rain had not been confined to this immediate 
neighbourhood, for both rivers rose many feet 
above their onlinary summer level, and it was 
not until Sunday that the indications of a heavy 
freshet further up-country began to disappe-ar. 
A largo quantity of driftwood was brought down 
from Lake Wakatip by the Kawar.au, and on Sa- 
turday a eonsiderable number of juveniles were 
busily engaged in fishing out the fragments of 
timber for firewood — a very scarce commodity in 
Cromwell. The whole of tho dams in this vi-

The miuQi'V girlke at Mount Ida still 
continues. A meeting of the miners and resi- 
dents at Naseby, (says the aUouu^ Ida Chronicle) 
was held on \Vedt 1 e 3 day evening, tho 2Cth ult., 
at which over 200 were present. The following 
petition to his .Rouor the ISuperinteudent was 
submitted, audfunanimously approved of. It was 
afterw'ards signed by more than 300 persons. 
‘*To bis Houor tlia Superintendent of Otago. Wc, 
the undersigned miners aud residents of Naseby, 
beg to submit for your Honor's consideration our 
grievance — the price of water. The present 
charge being far too high to enable the miner to 
obtain the ordinary necessaries of life, the water 
companies w'ere petitioned to consider tho ex- 
hausted state of this gold-field, and reiluce their 
charge more in accordance with the times ; but, 
owing to a combmation amongst themselves, 
they have declined to comply. If your Honor 
would consider that one Government head of 
water, for which they pay 5s per annum, brings 
them at the present price the enormous sum of 
£U37 11s, you will perceive that tbe miner ou 
this poor field is deprived of a large portiou of 
Mb earnings. Therefore we, your Donor's peti- 
tioners rci^ucst that yon will be pleased to sus- 
pend section 3 of regulation xxi. of tho Gold-fields 
Regulations, in accordance with section 17 of 
regulation xxii., until sneh time as our present 
grievances shall be redressed. And your peti- 
tioners will ever pray, &c.” — The same paper 
states that tbe existing strike absorbs all other 
questions, and v’hat is to be tbe result is the 
general enquiry of one to the other. In the 
meantime the once busy streets of Nnseby have 
lost a large amount of their usual activity. We 
presume the miners are husbanding their re- 
aonreea'as f.y as possible to meet the difficult 
position "in' which tliey are at present placed. 
ITToiigh has beeu almost at a standstill in 
this neighborhood, in consequcnco of tlie strike, 
mining operations are being vigorously pushed 
forward both at the Kyeburn and at Clarks. 
This ia to be accounted for by the fact that in 
those workings there arc no water-race couipauies 
— the various mining parties working with their 
own water. Despite the strike, tho present 
escort shows this district still at tbe head of the 
list. Still* unless some satisfactory accommoda- 
tion be arrived at speedily,. the furthcoiDing es- 
cort cannot fail to shew a lamentable failin'^ ofT. ”

A blacksmith has commenced business 
here, and has every chance of succeeding, 
as his charges are very morleiute, consider- 
ing the e.^fciu cartage for inatci'ial. 

Tlie miuci-s are all .steiulily at work. A 
few of thorn have put up iron houses, 
which shows that they have no desire to 
ramble.

WRECK OP THE “LAUGHING 
WATER." 

(From the ^otUMatid iVecily News. ) 

The brig Laughing Water was wrecked 
off the coast of Oropuki, Southland, on the 
14 th ulk Captain Gibson, commander of 
the ill-fated vessel, has communicated to 
us the following particulars of her loss, and 
tho providential escape of the crow : — 

The Laughing Water, 411 tons regis- 
ter, left Neweastla (N.S.W.) on the 6th 
January, bound for Otago, with a cargo 
of 620 tons of coal, consigned to Messrs 
Hutcheson and Co. Fine weather was 
experienced up to the 11th, when tho 
wind sot in strong from tho N.K At 
midnight the gale, freshened, with high 
cross-sea running, and very thick, oloady 
weather, and lieavy rain. By 2 a.m,, it 
blew a perfect liurricane from the E.N.E., 
the seas making a clean breach fore and 
aft, the vessel labouring heavily. At 3 
a,m., shipped a heavy sea, filling the decks 
up to the rails, and staving in the cabin 
skylights, filliiig the cabin with water, 
washing spara and anchor adrift, carry- 
ing away, a portion of the ship's bulwarks 
on the starboard side, and at the same 
time splitting the fore-topsail and main- 
topsail. At 3.30 p.in., as the seas wore 
still bre.aking over her, thought it advisable 
to heave to. C.dlcd the chief mate (MrW. 
C. Moore) and told him to haul the fore- 
topmast staysail down. He went for- 
ward to do so, and set some of the men 
to secure the spars and anchor. He then 
went with the second mate and one sea- 
man to pass a g.isket round the staysail. 
While they wero out on tho bowsprit 
the ship gave a heavy plunge, dipping 
her jib-boom, bowsprit, and tho forecastle 
right under, washing tho chief mate and 
the seaman overboard. The second mate, 
who retained his hold on the bowsprit, 
managed to grasp the seaman and hold 
him until assistance c.ame, but the mate 
was seen no more. All hands were then 
called aft, and a Mil lashed round the 
cabin skylight. The ship was then 
rounded to under close-reefed main-tops^iil, 
the storm increasing, and the weather con- 
tinuing cloudy, with heavy rain. Kept 
hove-to for twenty-four hours, the wind 
veering right round the compass during 
t'lai .Mibnu., having mo- 

derated, but still very thick ana uoUviy yC.- 
Thuraday, the 13th), all plain aail was 
made, and the vessel stood in for land to 
pick up the Sokadcr. This con tinned up 
to Fridayat noon, when the breeze inci-ciised 
to a brisk gale. At 6.45 laud was sighted, 
supposed to be distant about eight or ten 
miles, when all hands wero called up to 
trek the ship off the land. This was done, 
aud she stood off till 10.15, going about 4 
knots, when the ship struck violently on a 
sunken rock, staving the whole bow in at 
one blow. She iininediatcly began to sink, 
and the watch holow nwheil out of the 
forecastle and ran aft, saying the water 
was on the forcciistle deck. No sign of 
hreakei-s was seen to iudioitte the proximity 
of tho rock. AH hand.? rushed to get out 
the boats, but tho ship was sinking so fast 
that only the smallest bo-.it could bo got out. 
There was barely time to get all hanris in 
her before the ship sank in from 11 to 12 
fathoms water. Mra Gibson (the oaptaiii's 
vife) and her child, four years old, had to 
leave their berth clad only in their night- 
dros.ses, while several of the crow were 
equally unprepoi-ed for the emergency. 
Fifteen persons in all entered the boat — 
which was only 17ft. keel, aud squave- 
sterned — a heavy sea running at the time. 
The first idea was to pass through Foveaux 
Straits to the Bliilt, iiut, sighting a clump 
of rocks off Paiiii Point, they pulleJ in to 
seek shelter between them and the main- 
land — finding, after fom- fruitless attempts, 
a sandy beach to land upon. It was time, 
for the boat comiucnoecl to leak fearfully, 
and the men were getting exhausted with 
fatigue and exposure, Mr H. Davis, the 
stewanl, who had during the 17 hours the 
boat was afloat, skilfuliy steered her with 
a piece of bo.ird, now went frith two men 
to seek for a.s.sistance, and shortly fell in 
with .Mr Dunbridge's station. This gen- 
tleman immediately supplied food for all, 
and clothing to Mi-a Gibson and child, and 
then took them to his house, whore they 
remained until Monday, when they pro- 
ceeded to Riverton overland. Mr Instone 
here provided quariers in the Marine 
Hotel until they proceeded on Tuesday by 
coach to Invercargill. On their arrival 
here, they were placed by .\!r M'Plierson 
in the Albion Hotel. Of the kindness re- 
ceived since landing, the poor people — 
who lost their all — speak in the highest 
terms. The Oropuki miners, as soon ns 
they knew of the wreck, came down with 
a subscription of £10, besides giving such 
articles of clothing as could bo spared ; the 
Rivertoniaus with equal promptitude, at 
once subscribed £38 — Messis Instone, 
Macdonald, Daniel, and Campbell the mail 
contractor, they mention as particularly 
kind — Mr Daniel, in fact, completely 
“rigged out” three or four of the most 
necKsailoua Messrs II. T. Ros.s and H. E. 
Osborne waited on his Honor tho Superin- 
tendent, who remained in town on hearing 
of the occurrence, and after an interview, 
set to work to obtain such clothing ns ap- 
peared in the meantime requisite to the 
comfort of the men. — A public meet- 
ing of citizens was hold ou tho 19th, when 
a committee was chosen for the purpose of 
raising subscriptions for tho sulFcrcrs.
